“You have murdered my love,” he cried, 
“ruined my life and blasted the future of 
our child. I'll show you no mercy.” 

As he advanced upon her, brandishing the 
glittering blace of his knife, the wife 
sprang toward him and seized the knife in 
both hands. Then came a deadly struggle 
between the infuriated man and his wife.

THE PORTIA’S EXPERIENCE. 


Red Cross Steamship Fought Four 
Days Before Getting Out of Her 
Frigid Environment and 
Escaped by Accident. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—The Red Cross 
Line steamship, Portia, arrived to-day, 
four’ days overdue, from St. Johns, New- 
foundland, and Halifax, after a desperate | 
encounter with pack ice off the Newfound- 
land coast and with a harrowing tale of 
blizzards there and destitution in the coast 
section of that country. 

Hundreds of men, women and: children 
dead or dying from exposure and starva- 
tion, with abundance close by, and hun- 
dreds more threatened with a like fate, are 
the brief details of the condition of affairs 
brought by the Portia, 

Four days the Portia was penned in by 


huge Arctic floes in sight of St. Johns, un- 
able to move. She managed to escape by. 
the merest accident. Many other craft, 
several of them relief vessels sent by the 
Canadian Government to succor destitute 
fishermen, had to abandon their errands 


of mercy and return to St. Johns, where 
they were still in the ice when the Portia 
struggled into clear water. 

Close to where the Portia lay the big 
steamship Virginia was locked tight. She 
had been sent North by the Canadian 
Government with food for the starving 


fishermen, but a short distance u the 
coast she found the route securely blocked 
and wag forced to return to port to pre- 
vent being ice-bound all winter. Before 
her departure news reached St. Johns that 
unless assistance was promptly dispatched 
the unfortunate inhabitants would soon be 
beyond relief. 

Among the detained fleet at St. Johns 
were a dozen or more sailing vessels loaded 
with codfish for England and Rrazil. 

he city of St. Johns was in a terrible con- 
dition on account of the blizzard. The 
streets were rendered impassible, the rail- 
roads suspended work and the poor were 
suffering through hunger and cold. Prices 
of food had advanced until they were be- 
yond the reach of the poor. 
When the Portia’was work'ng her way 
out to sea she was closely followed by. the 
bark Flora, and these two vessels were the 
only ones that succeeded in leaving St. 
Johns, 
Several miles off shore the Portia passed 
the steamer Grand Lake fast in the ice and 
in a perilous condition. 
The steamer Virg'nia was released from 
her perilous position after th departure of 
the Portia from St. Johns and the position 
of the rest of the distressed fleet has been 
reported by telegraph to be relieved.

Sails were substituted in- 
stead of any propelling power. Mr. Edison 
says: 

“It was at this noint that I conceived the 
really new principle. It struck me that it 
would be a good idea to iInfiate the salis 
with gas, thus making them serve as bal- 
loons, as well as suppiving the sailing 
power. It would not do to make baggy 
halloons of the sails, so they were divided 
into numerous compartments, which, when 
inflated, resembled thin water bags. The 
gas tube running to the balloon was tapped 
in three places to supply gas to the main 
sail and rubber tubes carried gas to the 
two jibs. The compartments of the main 
sail were connected by narrow openings, 
the gas thus flowing freely through the en- 


tire sail. 

“A rudder completed the airship. After 
many failures we were successful. The 
ship actually flew, and we succeeded in 
steering it. I believe that the inflated sail 
idea is the one that ts going to solve the 
aerial navigation problem.”

“JOHN SMITH” DISOWNED. 


Anarchist, Crook, Neurologist and So- 
ciety Man Repudiate Him. 

“John Smith.” the Four Courts’ Mystery, 
has beer termed a medical student a farm- 
er, a society man in hard luck, reporter, @ 
stool pigeon for the police, a fool, a crank, 
and a plain, ordinary robber. He might 
fill the bill on any of these hypotheses. 
His address is that of a man accustomed 
to good society; his large hands would fit a 
plowboy; his education would fit him to be 
a medical or law student or a reporter; his 
attempted hold-up of Judge Madill with an 
empty pistol argues him a fool, a crank or 
a clever criminal, according to the point of 
view. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter sought the opin- 
ions of a leading anarchist, a noted crook, 
an expert neurologist, and a popular s0- 
clety man on “Smith.”’ A hypothetical 
question based on “Smith’s’’ actions, man- 
ner and characteristics, was put to each. 
All had opinions, but none would claim 
“Smith” as belonging to his class. 


The Hypothetical Question. 


A young man, well dressed, well educated, 
of good address, enters the private office 
of a banker. He presents a well gritten 
letter in which he demands $5,000. The let- 
ter contains both threat and excuse. In 
it he says he has been hired for $5,000 to 
assassinate the banker by certain men who 
are interested in his death. He does not 
wish to kill him, but he needs the money. 
He gives the banker the alternative of 
saving his life by giving up the sum of 
$5,000 or of be'ng killed. He promises to 
repay the money as soon as possible. He 
says he is prepared to carry out his threat 
and displays the handle of a revolver. The 
banker temporizes and sends for two de- 
tectives. The visitor follows the banker 
into the outer office when he goes ostensi- 
bly to get the money. Finally, at the bank- 
er's bidding he takes a’ seat in thé private 
office to await the delivery of the money. 
The detectives come. He is arrested. The 
pistol is found to be empty. The prisoner 
refuses to give his name or address. It is 
found that in anticipation of arrest in case 
of failure he hag cut the tags from his 
clothing and destroyed every piece of pa- 
per which might give a clew to his iden- 
tity. For four days he is plied with ques- 
tions. He makes no answer which could 
lead to his identification. He is placed in 
jail. He is calm, cool, collected, never off 
his guard, mever trapped into admission. 
He bears himself like a gentleman, is never 
rude or discourteous, even when bothered 
with repeated quest'ons which he will not 
answer. He is somewhat deliberate in his 
movements, dignified in bearing, apparently 
of well-balanced mind, good-natured, and 
with a vein of humor tn him. He holds 
himself aloof from h's fellow prisoners, but 
does not offensively carry himself as one 
superior to them. He has friends who at 
once went to his rescue, providing him with 
counsel, meals and every attention a pris- 
oner can receive. Can the man here de- 
scribed belong to your class in social life? 


a 
An ‘Alienist’s View. 


Dr. C. H. Hughes, the alienist, does not 
believe ‘John Smith’”’ longs to his profes- 
sion. He admits that such a thing is pos- 
sible, but is inclined to shift him onto his 
legal brethren, perhaps by way of getting 
even with them for the knocks they ‘have 
occasionally given him when the two pro- 
fessions have met in the medico-legal 
arena. 

After hearing the hypothetical question 
Dr. Hughes said: 

‘The use of a pistol, from which he had 
extracted the balls, shows design to escape 
the legal consequences of murder, or at- 
tempt to do great bodily harm, and careful 
consideration of the nature and quality of 
the act he was engaged in. But it also 
lacked the full element of desperation and 
precautions for immediate’ self-preserva- 
tion common to the expert criminal class, 
while the precautions for ultimate per- 
sonal safety (from the full legal conse- 
quences of such an act) seem to have been 
wisely considered and adroitly planned. 

“The letter, too, is peculiar. It is a plea 
in extenuation and justification. The con- 
duct of the man in following the banker 
about, close to him, showed some precau- 
tion. His returning to the banker's private 
office and sitting down at his bidding, and 
waiting, showed indecision, a lack of cau- 
tion, and too much confidence; but crim- 
inals are often caught that way, when un- 
der the partial influence of a superior mind. 
The banker pretended to yield to him and 
led him into a trap. The young man showed 
a lack of calculation and caution in ac- 
cepting the banker’s proposigion to go and 
get him the money, and in tarrying after 
his ‘best laid scheme’ had ‘gang aglee.’ 

The hypothetical individual is either a 
fool, a not very expert crimi , OF @ 
cranky paranoiac,and might or might not be 
a medical student, a chemist, a pharmacis®, 
a lawyer, or an alienist even; but that 
would hardly be possible. He acted more 
like an ‘mpecunious lawyer in desperate 
straits. There are all sorts of men in that 
profession, and not a few egotistical cranks 
among them. The precaution of the empty 
pistol, from which he had extracted the 
bullets, would indicate more than ordinary 
knowledge of the gradations of legal re- 
sponsibility and how to mitigate the conse- 
quences of crime, and tend to confirm the 
belief that the man is a lawyer, with too 
much method in his madness to be genuine- 
ly insane.’’

WILLIAM HOCKADAY, MORPHINE 
FIEND, ANXIOUS TO SHAKE 
OFF THE CHAINS. 


ne Ue eee 


Blames the Drug for His Troubles and 
Begs That He Be Treated for 
the Habit. 


Willlam Hockaday, who created conster- 
nation at the home of his mother, at 404 
West Delle place, a week ago, by appearing 
with a revoiver and threatening al! kinds 
of violence, is at the City Hospital under- 
going treatment for the morphine habit. 

Hockaday is 39 years old, tall and despite 
the effects of the excessive use of alcohol 
and morphine is handsome. Saturday he 
applied at the front gate of the hospital 
and told Dr. Sutter he wanted to be cured 
of the habit that had already separated him 
from his family, had made him an outcast 
and was rapidly dragging him to his grave. 

Hockaday said he had no home and he 


declined to‘give any history. He was as- 
signed to @ cot in Division No. 8, where 


he was seen and recognized by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

“It is but little more than two years ago 
that I first began to use morphine,’’ he toid 
the reporter. “I took the drug on the recorn- 
mendation of my physician. I was charged 
with a crime which I never committed, I 
was indicted, however, but was acquitted. 
I felt the disgrace so keenly that I was 
driven almost crazy. I could not sleep and 
it was to produce sleep that I began tak- 
ing morphine, 

“Before I got into trouble I was a travel- 
ing salesman for a well-known St. Louis 
wholesale dry goods house. I was happily 
married, and had a good home. Afier I 
Was acquitted I went to work for a Memphis 
house. My wife and our two children lived 
with my mother at 4044 West Belle place. 

“The drug was fast gaining mastery over 
me when I took to drinking neavily. There 
was no formal separation, but I could see 
I was not wanted at home. My visits home 
becume less frequeut and of shorter dura- 


cember, but did not stay iong. I was out of 
work then and felt 1 was a burden. 

“I began drinking and took to using mor- 

hine again. A little more than a week ago 

went to my mother’s home while crazed 
with drink and morphine. I do not Know 
that I made threats against any one, but 
I know that I frightened my mother and 
my wife, and they asked the police to pro- 
tect them. The matter got into the papers 
at the time, but I know I did not do all I 
was credited with. 

“I know that if I take treatment I can 
be cured of the habit and be a man once 
more.”’ : 

Hockaday’'s actions of a week ago cre- 
ated alarm in the West End. Dr. Joseph M. 
Long, his cousin, lives with Hockaday’s 
mother at 4044 West Belle place. Dr. Long 
was attending a clinic in South St. Louis 
when Hockaday appeared at the house. He 
was armed and threatened to kill Dr. Long. 
The women were frightened and telephoned 


to the doctor. Dr. Long telephoned the 
police and Capt. Campbell sent the police 
to the house at three different times to 


investigate, The women were clearly fright- 
ened and wanted the police to remain and 
guard the place, but would not tell how 
Hockaday had disturbed them. Hockaday 
kept out of sight and was not arrested.

ARREST MADE AT ST. BERNARD’S 
CHURCH IMMEDIATELY AFT- 
ER THE SERVICES. 


SISTER AIDED A DETECTIVE. 


Placed a Marked Woilar in the Recep- 
tacle and It Lead to the 
Capture. 


Worshipers at St. Bernard‘s Church, on 
Hawk avenue, between Sarpy and Gratiot 
streets, were startled at the close of the 
Sunday service, to see a policeman in citi- 
zen’s clothing, arrest a young man inside 
of the church building. 

The prisoner was George Fassell. 
was charged with looting the ‘‘poor box. 

The arrest of Fassel] came as the result 
of a week’s sleuth work by Policeman 
Sweeny of the Mounted District, aided by 
the sisters of the church. 

Jan. 23, in the afternoon, some one en- 
tered St. Bernard’s church and took away 
the contents of the “poor box,” which 
amounted to $6. There was no clew to the 
thief and the robbery was reported to the 
police. 

One of the sisters dropped a marked dol- 


lar into the box and Pokceman Sweeney 
was stationed at the church, acting on the 
theory that the sacrilegious robber would 
return to make another raid on the charity 
fund. The theory proved to be correct. 
At the close of the services Sunday, ac- 
cording to an official police report, Police- 
man Sweeny detected Fassell in the act of 
rifling the box. He was arrested without 
ceremony, just as he was in the act of drop- 
ping the marked dollar into his pocket. The 
police say that Fassell made a confession, 
admitting without hesitat_on that it was he 
who first robbed the “poor box” a week

ago. 

The church authorities declined to prose- 
cute, but the officer locked Fassell up at the 
Mounted District Station, and placed a 
charge of idl.ng against him. Fassell is 18 
vears old. 

Capt. Reynolds of the Mounted Police is 
authority for the statement that the youth 
has served in the Workhouse for petit lar- 
ceny. 

Notwithstanding the refusal of the church 
to prosecute young Fassell, the police were 
determined that he should not go unpun- 
ished.

TALK WITH LIEUTENANT-COM- 
MANDER HUNICKE ABOUT 
THE NAVAL RESERVES. 


INSTRUCTIONS IN SHIP WORK.

Perhaps a Man-of-War Moored in the 
River as a Permanent School Will 
Be a Feature. 


There is little doubt but the full comple- 
ment of men necesary for a naval battalion 
—216—will be secured at to-night’s meeting 
at the Armory. Indeed the indications are | 
that the lists wil! be closed by Tuesday. It | 
is therefore the earnest wish of those hav- | 
ing the interest of the organization at heart 
that persons wishing to join be present at 
to-night’s session. 


Inquiries concerning the battalion are 
coming from all over the city. Business 


men realize that it will be quite a novel 
feaiure and will attract attention and that 
the Reserves will be a prominent and 
unique body in future celebrations. 

Some persons have doubted the possiblil- 
ity of forming an efficient battalion in an 
interior city. Speaking of this Lieutenant- 
Commander Hunicke said Monday: 

Some of the best satlors in the navy 
come from towns in the United States. So 
far as drill in St. Louts is concerned it 
will be possible to do everything required 
of a naval man, except to experience the 
rough weather of the ocean. 

‘First, it w'H be necessary to drill the 
men in military tactics, for a ship’s com- 
pany {s always organized into divis ons 
that are the seme as the companies of a 


regiment in the army. The drill will be | 
with rifles and with cutlasses. Following | 


this there will be dr‘ll with the lLght rapid 


fire pieces—Hotchkiss and Gatling guns. 
This, ‘n a measure, will be equivalent to 
the light artillery drill, with the excep- 
tion that horses will not be used. 

“In add'tion there will be drill in ship's 
duties—the actual work of sailors. Thus 


members of the naval reserves will have to 
be proficient in every branch of the serv- 
ices on both land and sea, excepting cav- 
alry tactics. It will be severe work, but 
most interesting, 

“As far as the drill that will fit the men 
for sea duty, I have several plans which | 
am sure can be succeesfully carried out if 
the members give me the necessary sup- 
port. 

“First, there will be 
boats furnished us. I believe permission 
will be given us to place them on Post- 
Dispatch Lake in Forest Park. In these 
men can be drilled at rowing and sailing. 
There they will be taught the rules of the 
road at sea. One boat can be under sail 


four men-of-war's 


represent steamers or both sailing vesse!sS 
and the men taught how to act under differ- 
ent conditions. They will also be drilled 
with these boats to form boarding partics 
a details for shore duty or landing par- 


ties. 

“Rapid-fire guns will be placed in the 
bows of the cutters and the men taught tv 
handle them, 

“As to the armory drill, I have no doubt 
but we can secure permission to erect there 
two masts with yard arms. The Navy De- 
partment would undoubtedly furnish the 
necessary tackle and canvas, and the men 
could be drilled in making and taking in 
sail, sending down yards, squaring away 
and the multitude of duties required of a 
sailor. 

‘“‘More than that, the department at 
Washington looks with such favor upon the 
establishment of a battalion here that I be- 
lieve it would furnish one of the old ships 
of war that has gone out of service. This 
vessel could be moored near one of the 
bridges so as not to be in the way of navi- 
gation. On this craft the men could be 
drilled for duty at sea. They would be fa- 
miliar with all the phases of ship's life, 
save the encountering of rough weather. 

“Although the drill will be hard it will 
be entertaining and it will be my endeavor 
to make it as interesting as possible. 

“The Chicago Reserves have 12 boats. 
On moonlight nights these are taken in 
tow by a steam cutter.and a jolly time is 
had out on the lake, wives and sweethearts 
accompanying the tars. This could be done 
on the river. 

“In addition to all this there will be an 
officers’ school for instruction in naviga- 
tion and the various ships’ duties.’ 

Mr. Hunicke is most enthusiastic con- 
cerning the success of this organization. 
Two men were instrumental in. forming 
the battalion—Mr. Hunicke and J. E. Tay- 
lor. They seem to have thought of the 
plan at the same time and were brought 
together by Col. Batdorf of the First Regi- 


ment.. The Colone] kindly gave the men 
permission to hold the preliminary meet- 
ings at the Armory and is doing all that, 
he can to further the organization. A num- 
ber of the militiamen would like. to join 
the reserves, but they cannot do so until 
they serve the term they enlisted for in 
their commands. 

That the battalion may furnish a fine | 


appearance the following address has been 
issued: 

It is the wish of those having the interest 
of the naval battalion at heart that the members 
be not only Iinteligent and enthusiastic, but 
that they be fine specimens of physical man- 
hood.

SPENT ON NEEDLESS PRINT- 
ING OF REPORTS. 


NO LAW TO WARRANT IT, 


The Money Given Newspapers Woul@ 
Pay the Additional Police- 
men Necessary. 


Comptroller Sturgeon and Auditor Mases 
are scanning with critical eyes the monthly 
bills for city printing. Not in years have 
they been so large, or has there been such 
a generous disposition on the part of the 
Municipal Assembly to have everything 
that comes before it put in the official rece 
ord. P 
Bids for public work, supplies, etc., have 
to be printed, bur they can see no use of 
cramming into the official journal every 
petty resolution that comes before the As- 
sembly. 

“No one ever reads such things,” said 
Comptroller Sturgeon, “and they are of no 
earthly benefit, except to the newspapers 
who have the city printing. We pay the 
Repubiic 6 cents a tine for bngiish puolica- 
tioas and the Angzeiger des Westens 2.% 
cents a Lne. This is lower than we have had 
tne German printing done in severai years, 
but it is nearly 2 cents a jine more than We 
have paid for English printing. Tne puo- 
lishers are not to biame for. priati all 
they can get, but the Assembly should be 
more frugal in this regard."’} 

A case in point was the ordert of the 
Council Friday night, authorizing the puoll- 
cation of the annuai report of the ‘ower 
Grove Park Commissioners. It filla two and 
one-half columas, about 685 lines, at (he 
prices above mentioned, which will make kt 
cost the city about $61. 

The report was too long and tedious for 
the languid Councilmen to Hsten to, so 
they Just ordered it priated. This wes an un- 
usuai thin for there is no authoriiy in 
the special sections relating to Tower 
Grove Park to have the anuual reports of 
its commissioners printed There is abso- 
lutely nothing in tae repyrt of public mo- 
ment, further than the commissioners 
saved about $4000 of the appropriation: in 
their hands last year, and would Iike to 
have more electric lights and policemen, 

Sut the disposition of the Tower Grove 
Park report was only in keeping with every 
otner Lke detail that comes before the 
Counctl, especially, and with few excep- 
tions, in the House. 

Delegate Judy is about the only member 
who has ever raised his voice against suca 
needless extravagance. He was bold enoug. 
last spring to ask for an investigation of 
the city printing expenditures. The investi- 
gation was finally abandoned. 

December is about the shortest month in 
the year for public printing, because the 
Assembly generally adjourns for the holl- 
days, and there is a luli in all the depart- 
ments for at least half the month. 

Yet the bill for three departments alone 
Board of Public Improvements, Municipa 
Assembly and Mayor's printing and sta- 
tionery was about $1400 for both papers 
who have the contract and of this about $0 
was made up of Municipal Assembly 
records. 

Deputy Auditor Mason sald yesterday the 
bills for January from the above sources 
would fully come up to the December ayer- 
age. 

Last year the total city printing bill 
amounted to a little over $17,000. 

According to the figures since the contract 
went into effect June 14 last, the three de- 
partments mentioned alone would cost 
nearly $17,000. 

Delegate Judy raid: “This ts nothing lees 
than a waste of public money. To put inte 
the official record, including proposais for 
new work, suppiles, annual reports and all 
the city printing should not cost more than 
$1000 a month. 

‘The people are begging for better streets, 
to keep from being buried In the mud; they 
are clamor ng for an increased police force, 
to protect them from thugs and footpads 
in and out of doors, and the answer comes 
back from the Comptroller: ‘I can’t find 
the money.’ Of course, he can’t when the 
money is eaten up In city printing, increase 
of salaries, creation of new officers and 
the like. 

“We had better go to work and make a 
record for substantial public improvements, 
I prefer to have my record pointed. to on 
blocks of gran'te and asphalt paved streets, 
a new City Hoepital, a fresh coat of paint 
on the dingy old ‘our Courts, than on the 
cheap paper of the public printer. We have 
either got to do that or the people-are going 
to know the reason why.”

Three-year-old Sumner Chapman, who has 
sxcen the object of considerable controversy 
n the courts between his divorced parents, 
1a8 been kidnapped from his father’s home, 
No. 2041 Alice avenue. 

A second story window, opening on to 
a porch, was raised and the child, who was 
alone in the room, carr'ed away. 

The deed was done by two women. 
of these, the father, Mr. Sumner 
-hapman, Sr., belleves was Mrs. Fannie 
-hapman-Ludwig-Bruner, his divorced wife. 

Neighbors who witnessed and partici- 
pated in an exciting chase that followed 
say that Mrs. Bruner was one of the two 
women, 

Mr.’Chapman, ‘who is employed in the of- 
fice of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, occu- 
pies the upper flat at 2041 Alice with his 
mother, a echool teacher, and his baby boy. 
lie had fought hard for the little fellow an 
the courts had decided in his favor. The 
mother was permitted to come and see him 
and, though she married twice since her 
separation from Mr; Chapman, about three 
years ago, she d.d not seem to relax her 
interest In VRapenen, Jr. : 

At a recent visit, it is alleged, she openly 
tnreatened fo take the baby. Three weeks 
ugO prowlers were heard in the yard at 
midmight. All this has worried Mr. Chap- 
man's mother into a nervous illness. She 
Kuve up her teaching temporarily rather 
than let the little one be out of her sight. 

rhursday afternoon, feeling a little bet- 
ter than usual, she was preparing to take 
“a walk. She was in a middle room. The 
baby, prattling tn his delight at going out, 
ran from one room to another. The grand- 
mother saw him enter the kitchen in the 
rear and called to him, A moment later 
ehe went to see why he did not answer.

The window was open. Two women were 
running across the lot adjoining the house, 
one of them carrying the child.

My mother has 
cared for him since he was 5 weeke old, 
when his own mother refused to nurse him. 

Mrs. Bruner brought suit in the Probate 
Court for possession of the child. Evidence 
Was introduced tending to cast a reflection 
on the young mother’s character. She had 
prominent citizens testify for her, but the 
Judge gave the boy to the father. Then 
Mrs. Bruner brought habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings before Judge Spencer and after a 
time he dismissed the suit. TWh's was six 
months ago and saince then the mother has 
seemed contented with an occasional visit 
to the Alive avenue fiat. 

Since the sult was filed In Judge Spencer's 
eourt she has again married, laying aside 
the black she had worn in memory of her 
deceased husband; the late Otto Ludwig, 
Dr. Laidwie's brother. It was then she 
eloped to Alton with Pugene Albert Brurier 
of 23:09 North Tenth street, her present 
husband. Though but 2 years of e it 
was Mrs. Brurier’s third matrimonial ex- 
perience, her marriage with Mr. Chapman 
four years ago being the initial event. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bruner are supposed to re- 
side with Mrs. Bruner’s mother, Mrs. Kate 
Render. The directory shows that Mr. and 
Mrs. Bender reside at 3541 Easton avenue, 
-but the neighbors there say the family 
has long since moved, Neither do Mr.

Bruner, opened the door just a few inches 
and met all queries with, ‘‘We know noth- 
ing about them.”

Mystery surrounds the suicide of Abra- 
ham Epstein, who put a bullet {in his brain 
at his home, 22 Sidney street, Sunday 
night.

lopstein was known to many persons in 
the West End as one of the proprietors of 
a butcher shop at 388% Olive street. His 
partner was his brother, Isaac. 

He'was at home all day Sunday and went 
to bed early. About 9 o’clock his sister, 
who occupied an adjoining room, heard a 
shot, but thought it was on the street. His 
brother Eugene went to Abe’s room to get 
a blanket at 1 o’clock. He found his broth- 
er Abe dead on the bed, with a bullet hole 
in his right temple. 

Isaac was asleep beside ‘his’ brother's 
corpse. He had returned home at midnight 
and retired in the dark. 

The suicide left this letter: 

‘May Heaven forgive me for what I have 
done, but money and other circumstances 
——I could not help it. I know that by tak- 
ing my own life I commit the greatest sin 
any one can commit, ,but for Heaven's sak 
forgive me, now that my agony and mental 
worry are over. Dear father, sister and 
brothers I tried my best to be cheerful and 
pleasant, but I could not do it, no matter 
what I tried or done, or tried to do. 
xrew discouraged and. despondent. Every- 
thing looked black to me. 

“Often I prayed to God to change my 
feelings. Pray to God, loved ones, for the 
redemption of my soul,-so I can see my 
mother, who is in heaven. Farewell, father, 
sister and brothers, and may you all be 
happy. I am awfully nervous and excited 
to-night, so I can't write more. Good-by. 
Meet me in heaven. ABE EPSTEIN.” 

“Pp. S.—Pugend and Ike, don’t let my 
death interrupt your plans and ambition; 
ares and make money and live and enjoy 
ife.”’ 

Epstein was 20 years old. His father Is 
well to do and has been a butcher in Unton 
Market for years.

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Monday decided the case of the Min- 
nesota Tribune Co. against the Associated 
Press in favor of the defendant. 

The Minneapolis Tribune brought suit in 
the United States Cireu!t Court of Minne- 
sota to compel the Associated Press: to fur- 
nish it with its news service. The Tribune 
was not a member. 

The Circuit Court dismissed the suit with 
prejudice, thus preventing other. action. 
The Tribune company asked the Court of 
Appeals to set aside this decision go far as 
it related to prejudice. 

A per curiam decision rendered Monday 
says: ‘“The motion filed in this case on 
Jan. 17, 1898, to modify the order of affirm- 
ance so as to direct the dismissal] of the 
bill without prejudice to the complainant’s 
right to sue at law, is dented for two rea- 
sons. First, because the mafority of the 
court are of opinion that the decree of the 
Cireuit Court dismissing the cause of ac- 
t'ion on its merits was right, and second, 
the motion to modify the order of affirm- 
ance in the court was not filed until long 
after the term had lapsed at which the or- 
der of affirmance was entered.’

If any person convicted of any offense punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary, or of petit larceny, or of any 
attempt to commit an offense which, if perpetrated, would be punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary, shall be 
discharged, either upon pardon or upon compliance with the sentence, and shall subsequently be convicted, of any of- 
fense committed after such pardon or discharge, he shall be punished as follows: 

f such subsequent offense be such that, upon a first conviction, the offender would be punishable by impris-

First, if suct 
onment in the penitentiary for life, or fora term which, under the provisions of this law, might extend to imprisonment 
for life, then such pérson shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for life. 

Second, if such subsequent offense be such that upon a first conviction the offender would be punishable by impris- 
onment for a limited term of years, then such person shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for the 
longest term prescribed upon a conviction for such first offense.

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FATAL SALOON ROW 


JOHN RUF SHOT AND KILLED 
BY LEM FUHRER, HIS 
BOARDER. 


CLAIM OF SELF-DEFENSE. 


It Is Corroborated by Witnesses, Who 
Say Fuhrer’s Life Was ip 
Danger. 


A Sunday saloon quarrel which resulted 
in murder took place at 813 South Theresa 
avenue at 3 o'clock yesterday. The com- 
batants were John Ruf, proprietor of the 
saloon, and Lemuel Fuhrer. Ruf was shot 
three times, and died a few hours later. 

The fatal rdw started with a mild dis- 
pute as to the merits of a pistol owned by 
Fuhrer, but soon took a more serious turn 
by Ruf accusing Fuftrer with undue fa- 
miliarity with Mrs. Ruf. 

A week ago, Fuhrer, who is 3 years old, 
had some trouble with his home folks, who 
live only a block away, at 3202 Chouteau 
avenue, and went to board with Ruf, whose 
living rooms are above the saloon. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday Fuhrer 
walked into the bar. After a few casual 
remarks he told Ruf that he was trying to 
get on the police force. Drawing a re- 
volver, he showed it to Ruf, say'ng that 
he would have that much of his equip- 
ment ready if he was lucky enough to get 
his commission, 

Ruf said his pistol was of supertor make 
to Fuhrer’s, and taking it from a shelf, 
compared them. From the disagreement 
as to the superiority of one pistol over the 
other, the contention grew hot, and Ruf 
evidently took advantage of it to express 
some things that had been pent up in his 
mind for days. 

Ruf directiy charged Fuhrer with “being 
two flip and gay” with his wife. Fuhrer 
denounced the charge as a lie. Both men 
began cursing one another, and Ruf, rush- 
ing from behind the bar, dealt Fuhrer a 
stunning blow on the nose that sent him 
reeling through the back door. As he 
reached the hydrant in the back yard he 
met Mrs. Ruf, who assisted him in washing 
his face. He told Mrs. Ruf what had hap- 
pened and re-entered the saloon, 

Ruf was in a rage, and when Fuhrer ad- 
vanced to the bar and told him he wanted 
to settle his bill the saloon man’s wrath 
leaped all bounds. 

“You have just left my wife,” roared Ruf, 
“and I’m going to fix you.” 

Suiting the action to the threat he seized 
a baseball bat and bounded from behind 
the bar. Fuher started to the front door, 


but it was locked and the key gone. 
Pressed, as it were, to the wall, Fuhrer 
faced Ruf and told him not to advance on 
him, but Ruf, with the uplifted bat, paid 
no heed, and was almost in striking d‘s- 
raees when Fuhrer drew his pistol and 
ireqd, 


At the first shot Ruf stopped and groaned 
with pain. The bullet had siruck him in the 
stomach and almost paralyzed him. A sec- 
ond shot tore through Ruf’s right arm, 
turning him almost face about, an a 
third bullet, fired as the wounded man was 
falling to the floor, plowed deep into his ab- 
domen. 

The shooting was witnessed by Clemens 
Snof and Adolph Christopher, also boarders 
in Ruf’s place. As Fuhrer fired the last 
shot, Ruf cried to Snof and Christopher to 
seize his assailant, but. in the exc’ tement, 
Fuhrer escaped through the rear yard. An 
hour later he walked.into the Four Courts 
told Officer McEnery, at the desk, that he 
had shot a man and he wan-ed to surrender 
Fuhrer calmly told the story, as above re- 
lated, and which is corroborated. declaring 
that he acted in self-defense, and thought 
he had killed Ruf. as he shot to kill. He 
was placed in a cell. 

Ruf ‘is the son of a retired farmer. from 
Warrenton, Moc., who moved to St Louis 
five yemrs ago, to educate his children. He 
is engaged in no business.
